Tho  health  of  the  District  As  judged  by  tho  death  rate  may  bo 
regarded  as  vory  satisfactory.  Rather  mox'o  than  a  third  (7)  of 
tho  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  fivo  years  of  ago,  and  three 
in  people  over  05  years,  so  that  tho  two  extremes  of  life  accounted 
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for  50f,  of  the  deaths.  There  was  only  one  death  from  Zymotic 
disoanos,  a  case  of  diarrhoea  in  an  infant  8  months  old. 
Tubercular  diseases  accounted  for  throe  deaths,  two  in  young 
children,  and  one  in  a  young  adult.  Thoro  wore  tliroo  oases  of 
cancer  all  in  fe  laloc.  Hespiratory  diseases  accounted  for  throo 
deaths,  Bronchitis  being  given  as  the  cause  of  death  in  an  old 

woman  of  7G  years,  and  in  an  infant  of  tliroo  months,  Pneumonia

Be von  eases  of  Scarlet  Fovor  havo  been  reported  in  your 
District  during  the  year.  One  of  a  very  mild  type  was  notified 
in  the  Linthorpo  District  in  July  and  was  isolated  at  hone.  Thoro 
was  no  further  spread  of  the  disease. 

Six  cases  in  two  houses,  three  in  each  house,  were

notified  in  tho  Acklam  Parish  in  October  and  November.  The  first 
oaso  was  evidently  contracted  at  a  school  in  Middlesbrough  tfhich 
tho  cMldron  attended  and  from  the  so  tho  second  family  contacted 
tho  disease.  The  first  three  canes  were  removed  to  the 
Sanatorium,  tho  others  were  isolated  at  homo  as  there  was  plenty 
of  accomodation.  All  the  houses  were  disinfected  by  your 
Inspector. 

honcles.  An  outbreak  of  measles  was  reported  from  tho  Ilarton 

Parish  in  ITovombor.  As  the  disease  was  spreading 
rapidly  I  deemed  it  advisable  to  close  tho  schools  when  the 
opo domic  rapidly  subsided. 

Bryflipglfls.  Two  casos  wore  notified,  ono  in  tho  Heullngton 

Parish  and  tho  other  in  the  Linthorpo  Parish. 
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Puerperal  Foyer.  A  ease  was  notified  in  the  Marion  Parish.  The 
women  in  attendance  wore  warned  not  to  attend  any  other  oonfi nenefcfa. 
Mumps  appear  to  have  been  prevalent  in  Vno  Gtainton  Parish  1>ut 
an  medical  men  wore  not  oallod  in  to  attend  then*  I  au  unable  to 
say  to  what  oxtent  they  proved od* 

Joint  and  Independent  systematic  inspections  of  your 
district  have  been  made  by  your  Inspector  and  myself,  special 
attention  bein~  paid  by  Hr.  Dixon  to  the  dairy  farms  and  owing 
to  his  efforts  the  condition  of  these  is  very  much  better  than 
formerly.  There  is  still  however,  in  a  few,  considerable 
room  for  improvement,  the  structural  condition  of  the  buildings 
for  the  most  part  old,  partly  accounting  for  the  state  of 
affairs. 


Water  supply. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Linthorpe  Parish  which 
receives  its  supply  from  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Co.  the  greater 
part  of  your  district  is  supplied  from  wells.  The  Toes  Valley 
Water  Co*s  Mains  now  extend  to  the  Middlesbrough  Borough 
Small-pox  Hospital  situated  in  the  Parish  of  Henl ington,  passing 
through  the  Mart on  Parish.  Whilst  in  a  rural  district  it  is 
unavoidable  that  wells  should  be  the  chief  source  of  supply,  it 
is  desirable  that  those  parts  of  the  district  through  which  the 
Company  take  their  Mains  should  more  largely  avail  themselves  of 
their  water  as  notwithstanding  the  greatest  care,  wells  are  apt 

to  get  out  of  order  and  become  polluted. 

The  well  at  Bastgate,  Mart  on,  which  was  mentioned  in 
my  last  annual  report  as  being  polluted  has  been  olosod  and  the  p 
pump  removed.  The  landlord  has  not  as  yot  fulfilled  nis  piomi^e 

to  lay  on  the  Toes  Valley  ’Jater  Co  c  supply  • 

This  state  of  affairs  should  be  remedied  without 

delay  as  the  people  in  this  locality  are  put  to  considerable 
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Inconvenience  to  obtain  their  water  for  domestic  use. 

Two  now  cottages  at  Hemlington  which  iiave  recently 
boon  built  receive  thoir  supply  from  the  To os  Valley  Water  Co* 
Sspoolal  attention  has  been  paid  by  your  Inspector  to  the  well 3 
on  the  dairy  farms  <1  in  several  instances  at  his  instigation, 
these  have  boon  cleaned  out  and  put  in  a  more  satisfactory 
condition* 

The  Sanitary  Condition  of  your  district  Is  on  tho  whole  fairly 
satisfactory.  As  in  nost  rural  districts  the  privy-midden 
syston  in  that  most  commonly  in  use,  tho  excrement  «o  being 
romovad  by  tho  occupiers  of  the  dwellings*  A  groat  deal 
necessarily  depends  on  tho  attention  of  tho  people  themselves 
to  tho  cleaning  out  of  their  privies  wc  many  being  very  careless 
in  this  respect.  This  difficulty  could  only  be  net,  fo  far  as 
the  villages  are  concerned,  by  a  system  of  Public  Scavenging* 

The  following  list  supplied  mo  by  your  Inspector  show© 
the  work  done  by  him  during  the  past  year: -

Supervision  of  building  of  two  oottagos  at  Hemlington. 
Inspections  of  sanitary  arrangements  wherever  infectious 
disoar-o  has  boon  reported  and  the  premises  disinfected  when 
declared  free  from  infection* 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  &  Milk shops  Order. 

Undor  this  order  tho  dairies  have  been  regularly 
inspected  and  where  required,  improvements  and  alterations 
made  to  the  ordor  of  your  Inspector.
